Concerned In Nava) Maneuver*. 


Eastport. Me., will mark one end 


and Capo- Cod the other of ihe K^w 
England coast line which will be the 
object of attack in a naval search 
problem from Aug. 10 to 15. This will 
be entirely distinct from the joint ar- 
my and naval maneuvers later in the 
month, which will have Portland de- 
fended by the army as a point of at- 
tack by the navy.

the defending fleet succeeds in keep- 
ing the other out, or theoretically de- 
stroying it, a victory will be chalked 
up to the defence,

MUST IE RETIRED. 


Law Require* Twe Lieutenant* To 


Give Up Active Service. 


A board of naval officers of high 


rank will be appointed shortly to se- 
lect two lieutenants for retirement, 
under the personnel act which was 
passed a few years ago to open the 
way to promotion to officers of the 
lower grades. The law provides that 
if there shall not be in any one year 
a certain number of vacancies through 
casualties incidental to the service, a 
board shall select officers for retire- 
ment to make up the prescribed num- 
ber, those thus selected to be placed 
on the retired list with the grade next 
above on the retired list with the 
grade next above that held by them. 


The law is now depriving the navy 


If officers who are urgently needed 
with the increase in the number of 
our fleet, and in many cases those re- 
tired are men of large experience and 
proved ability who find sufficient in- 
ducement to leave the active list to 
engage in profitable private business. 
The two lieutenants to be retired 
have had about twenty years' ser- 
vice and have just arrived at the 
period when th'ey can be assigned to 
command.

though it's no fault of mine. Some 
men are born great, some achieve 
greatness, and some have greatness 
shoved Tight at 'em. I trot in the lat- 
ter class. 


"Naturally I am a shy, retiring and 


illiterate cuss, and pursue the nefar- 
ious though necessary avocation of 
"keeping tavern." But in an 
evil 


hour a misguided publishing 
house 


discovered that I had a genius for 
letters which I had artfully concealed 
for years, and now I am doomed to 
go thundering down the ages linked 
with Charley Dickens, Willie Shakes- 
pears, George Ade and other literary 
fellers. That is to say. I will, pro- 
viding you gentlemen take hold and 
push ime along. As a budding author. 
I am looking for aid and succor, and 
if you will supply the aid, I will sup- 
ply the sucker. 


"It isn't going to an easy job sell- 


ing my book, you can bet on that. 
Nobody is going to buy it unless force 
is brought to bear on them. In the 
first place, my portrait will appear in 
the front of the book. That will have 
a tendency to kill the sale right at 
the go in. 


"Still, look at Dante and George 


Eliot and Bill Nye! None of them 
would have been eligible for a place 
in the Florodora Sextette, and 
yet 


•their books sell all right. When us 
authors get all 'Sicklied o'er with the 
pale cast of thought,' it has 
a ten- 


dency to dim the luster of the eye, 
get onto the curves and remove the 
dimples. I wish you could have seen 
men when I just ran a hotel and didn't 
have to use my brain. I was a dream, 
previous to becoming a nightmare. 


"I don't want you to get the idea 


that I am here to further my own 
interests, or to throw bouquets 
at 


myself, or to execute a sonata upon 
my own horn. It really makes very 
little difference to ,me whether this 
book of mine sells or not, because 
I can make an honest living as a ho- 
tel keeper, by robbing the public. The 
fewer sold the better for my self re- 
spect and the public weal. But I feel 
sorry for my publishers. Of course 
they are not really entitled to any 
sympathy, because they brought this 
thing on themselves, but now they are 
in it I can't help feeling that we ought 
to see them through. They drew the 
contract for royalties which I signed, 
and it is so artfully drawn that the 
more copies sold the poorer 
I 
be- 


come. But not so with them. They 
need thee, oh, they need thee! every 
hour they kneed thee. 


"Doubleday, Page and company are 


the instigators and perpetrators of 
this outrage upon the reading -public. 
They are a young and rising firm, and 
if you don't believe it just try to get 
e. rise out of them. They certainly 
know how to worry an author in un- 
due prominence. 
Before I fell into 


their clutches i was an obscure and 
aelf respecting man, peacefully pur- 
miing the even tenor of my way, un- 
wept, unnumbered and unsung, with 
ho reputation outside of my i-mmed- 
late family and not much of a one 
there. Now, thanki to them and to 


their anxiety to get rid of my book, 
my life has become one long night- 
mare. My bilious and dejected coun- 
tenance stares reproachfully at me 
from every Sunday newspaper and 
patent insider. My hitherto 
untar- 


nished name flames on every fence, 
bill board and ash barrel. I am in 
receipt of letters from widows in re- 
duced circumstances, asking me to 
contribute toward the expenses of 
their daughters' musical education. I 
am invited to lay corner stones, sign 
autographs, buy tickets to church so- 
ciables and colored 
orphans' 
clam- 


bakes, and receive offers of marriage 
from women who are willing to take 
long chances.' 


"I read that a man has just got a 


million dollars for a patent 
bottle 


which cannot be refilled and used a 
second time. We must get hold of 
that man and offer him bis own price 
to invent a book which cannot be read 
by more than one iperson. I think my 
bood will pretty nearly fill the bill. 
I think any one who reads it will 
use his utmost endeavors to prevent 
any one else from falling into the 
same error. 


"This book of mine is my first of- 


fense, committed without premedita- 
tion or malice aforethought, and you 
can gamble that It will be my last. 
I can only plead my youth, my prev- 
ous good character and the fact that 
the publishers tempted me and I fell 
with a sickening thud. 


With e&ch and every 
volume the 


publishers will furnish you a box of 
dope pills to be administered to pros- 
>ective purchasers, and the 
cover 


will be of a design so bizarre and 
startling as to induce hypnotic trance, 
weaken the reasoning faculties, pro- 
duce hysteria and morbid cravings, 
and act as a mild laxative on the 
ipocketbcok. 


The book will be so arranged that 


t may be used as 
a 
paperweight, 


tove-lifter, waffle-iron, 
egg 
beater, 


leep inducer and cat destroyer. 
In 


(addition to all this, it will contain 
tie cream of my after dinner speech- 
es—slightly curdled and cheesy, but 
warranted to cure the blues, remove 
warts and bunions, brighten the in- 
tellect and touch up the liver.

A broadside 


view of either of them showed a lat- 
eral plane that looked 
like 
a sled 


runner cut from a plank by a coun- 
try boy. ' Seen from another point of 
view the bow of the yacht was found 
to be a vertical wedge, thin 
and 


sharp, like the blade of a woodman's 
ax; and it was a 
question 
among 


builders whether the wedge should 
have lines like an ax or hollow lines 
like a razor. 
The stern 
below the 


waterline was also 
something of a 


vertical wedge, though a blunter one 
than the bow. In general dimensions 
the Galatea was 102 feet long 
ovei 


all, 87 feet on the waterline., 15 feet 
wide, perhaps 10 
feet 
deep below 


decks, and her draught was 13 feet G 
inches. Her successful opponent, the 
Mayflower, was 100 feet long over all. 
was 23 feet wide, and was perhaps 7 
feet deep under 
the 
deck, and 
she 


drew 10 feet of water. 


With these facts in mind we can 


see how far 
we have 
traveled 
in 


changing the shapes of boats of that 
class. For Shamrock HI., though but 
three feet longer on 
the waterline, 


is 140 feet long over all. 
The old 


boat had an overhang of 15 feet, all 
of which was aft, while the new boat 
has an overhang of 25 feet at each 
end. 
The new defender, when com- 


pared with the Mayflower, shows al- 
most exactly the same changes in 
length. 


Roughly speaking, each end of the 


old yachts was a wedge that rode the 
water with its edge 
perpendicular.

T» Abandon 1'roieollou While the 


Country In t'roitperou*. 


IB a speech delivered at the Mer- 


chants' club banquet in Detroit the 
other evening. Senator <;alJinger of 
New Hampshire gave g-x»d advice to 
the country by saying that we have 
had enough experieuce with tariff for 
revenue only.

tariff and ever and anon we hear the 
faint voice of the -Iowa idea' borne 
in on the breeze. Both voices are those 
of political sirens, to follow which will 
lead to inevitable economic ruin." 


The advocates of the "Iowa idea" are 


playing into the hands of the "tariff 
for revenue only" Democrats, and lie- 
publicans everywhere should guard 
against the innovations they suggest.

There is perhaps no class of men bct- 
er able to judjje intelligently regard- 
ing trade relations and trade condi- 
tions between their own country and 
foreign nations than are the alert ami 
japahle men who represent the Unit- 
jd States as consuls at the principal 
trade centers of the outside world. 
The American Economist is in receipt 
of the following letter from one of our 
United States consuls, a man of na- 
tional reputation and an official whose 
record has been highly creditable: 


Tour issue of Feb. 6. 1903, received. Am 
encouraged by the resolutions of 
the 
American Protective Tariff league of Jan. 
15. 1903. They ring and should in their en- 
tirety bo made a plank of our national 
platform of 190J. In hoc slgno vlnces, and 
if we follow the false god of reciprocity 
we will be defeated and ufter,defeat will 
have left to us only the grim comfort that 
we deserved what we got. 


Foreign statesmen respect our tarilT be- 
cause it is equal to all who seek to enter 
our market. Vary it for any reason, and 
we invite tariff discriminations against us 
and complications most embarrassing to 
trade and to peace will corne. 


If we show trade or tariff concessions to 


any nation that nation should be Great 
Britain, for she takes three-fourths of our 
exports and. being practically free trade, 
has lio power of reciprocation. Any reci- 
procity except in articles which we do not 
and cannot well produce will prove a 
mistake. With intense devotion to that 
economic system to which our nation 
must ever attribute its rapid advancement 
in wealth, power, prestige, home comforts 
and independent manhood, I am, sin- 
cerely yours, 
. 


Another United States consul latt-ty' 


said to Charles A. Moore, president o" 
(he American Protective Tariff league, 
now traveling in Europe: 


"\Ve cannot afford to fool with red- 


prority." 


This Is the testimony of shrewd, dis- 


cerning, practical men, -who are in con- 
stant touch with trade and commerce 
between the United- States and the 
countries in which they are stationed 
and who are in a position to know with 
certainty the complications, the em- 
barrassments and thy dangers that 
must result from a policy which ex- 
tends to one nation trade privileges and 
favors which It withholds from com- 
peting nations. They know the perils 
of reciprocity in competing products. 
They know that the only way for the 
United States to maintain cominerelnl 
arnlty and pence with all the countries 
of the world Is to treat them all alike 
In the matter of tariff duties and play 
no favorites. American consuls are al- 
most to a man stanch protectionists.

The principle on which the jmeiitiua

It is a fact \vcil Known to all 


bleeders of :ui:iua!» that desirable 
traits n.ay be in;iiMi;in.-u. and !.y c.uv- 
ful manng a str.'.jn u-.iy be perma- 
nently established. 


It is a matter of common knowledge 


that in the poultry world some 01 the 
most jtopular breeds of today have 
been made within a comparatively 
recent time by the combination of indi- 
viduals of different varieties. It would 
seem almost axiomatic, therefore, that 
if one wishes to establish a heavy lay- 
ing strain he must breed only from 
heavy layers. AuJ yet in actual prac- 
tice this has not been found lo work. 
The daughter of the hea\y layer has 
not been able to equal her mother's 
record. Indeed it has not been uncom- 
mon for egg production to fall oft" year 
after year and for the descendants of 
the phenomenal layer never to strike a 
very" high mark In egg production. 


What is the reason for this? Scienc# 


tells us. One of the greatest authori- 
ties in biology is Adolph AVeismann. 
It was given to 'Weisniann to complete 
the theory of heredity by pointing out 
that acquired characters cannot be 
transmitted. Only characters that are 
constitutional, congenial or germinal 
can be handed down. 


The hen that breaks the record this 


year may do so because the conditions 
are exceptionally favorable and not be- 
cause she comes from a strain that is 
established in egg production. Proba- 
bly she was batched out early and "got 
well under way before the cold weath- 
er came on. The ration she has re- 
ceived has been well balanced for egg 
production. She has been kept in com- 
fort and given just the right amount of 
exercise. As a consequence she has re- 
sponded with a bipr output. P.ut the 
egg laying habit is not sufficiently es- 
tablished in her to make her an excep- 
tionally valuable bird to breed from. 
The chances are that her eggs will 
show low fertility, and the few chicks 
hatched from them "will not be even or- 
dinary layers. 


If the phenomenal layer is unable to 


transmit fccr qualities to hor offspring, 
of what use, then, is the trap nest? la 
it not a waste of time to employ it? 


The real value of the trap uest lg not 


that it enables us to breed from the 
phenomenal layers, but that it enables 
us to avoid breeding from the poor 
ones. Tho trap ne.st lias made some 
surprising revelations. It has shown 
us that in the same flesh in which some 
liens are laying 200 etrsrs n year there 
are other hens laying not over thirty. 
The object of the trap nest bos: is to get 
rid of the thirty egg ben. 


There 1s a great deal of humbug-, too. 


about the use of the trap nest. I have 
visited plant after plant where toe 
owner claimed to use it, and in not 
one case did I find the nest in opera- 
tion. It was cither out of order or It 
was the wrong season of the year or 
something. Still, the practical poultry 
man car. make use of the tr;ip nest to a 
limited extent to good advantage.—Ed- 
gar Warren in American Poultry Jour- 
nal.

valuable breed of ducks known today. 
They are very large, mature early and 
have -\vhito plumage. The duc'lcllnj;g 
hatch out stronger and seem to grow 
faster than the young of any other 
hrced and can be raised, anywhere that 
you can raise chickens. They feather 
rapidly and prow to good size In from 
six to eight weeks, which makes them 
well adapted for the early markets, al- 
lowing the highest prices. They art- 
excellent foragers, excellent layers and 
with good range require but little food. 
The young are not subject to roup, 
cholera or gapes, like young turkeys 
and chickens. They will weigh ffom 
twelve to fourteen pounds per pair the 
first year without much fattening. As 
egg producers their record Is equal to 
that of any other breed o£ fowls.— 
Commercial Poultry.

The large gray or Toulouse goose had 


its origin in southern France and takes 
its name fa>m the French town of the 
same name. It is said to have been 
bred up from the old time gray goose to 
meet the demand for a large goose 
from which pate de foie gras is made, 
the principal part of which is goose 
livers potted with truffles. This goose, 
taken from France to England, was 
not so well formed or colored as now. 
The regular beauty of feather Is the re- 
sult of English breeding for feather 
and form. Toulouse geese are more 
prolific layers than the Embdens. Some 
of them swill lay as many as forty or 
fifty eggs before showing a desire to sit 


With us- the Embden and Toulouse 


are about the same size. The Embden 
has the longer legs and no inclination 
for the rear part of the body to touch 
the ground, while in the Toulouse the 
rear of the body should almost if not 
quite touch the ground. The Toulouse 
should have the dewlap; the Embden 
should not have it. 
The Toulouse 


should have what is called keel or 
hanging down between the legs; this is 
not or should not be so with the Emb- 
den. Our standard is the same for both 
as to body, but this is not fully proper, 
for in the truly formed specimens the 
body of the Embden should be shaped 
more like a rocker or half moon, while 
the Toulouse is full and inclined to- 
ward the ground.

The tloor of the milking stable should 


be smooth and solid. The platform on 
winch tl"> cows stand should be of 
such length that all droppings will fall 
into the gutter, thus preventing the. 
cows from becoming soiled when ly- 
ing down. 
The stables should be 


cleaned regularly each day. 


As soon as drawn, milk should V"» rn- 


moved from the stable to a clean room 
provided for the purpose and aerated 
and cooled ut once to 00 degrees F. or 
below. 


All dairy utensils and everything 


with which the milk comes in contact 
should bo rinsed, thoroughly washed 
and sterilized,after each using. 


Bottles used in delivering milk for 


direct consumption must be thorough- 
ly washed and sterilized after each 
using to avoid the danger of carrying 
disease from one house to another. 


Every creamery, cheese factory, dairy 


and milk depot should have a solid 
impervious tloor. .The floor should be 
well drained by being properly pitch- 
ed to a gutter which is connected with 
a good system of well trapped sewer- 
age. 


The walls for at least three feot 


above the floor should be of some 
smooth, impervious material. If of 
wood above this they should be kept 
well painted to facilitate cleaning.

ticeable in the cream, but the develop- 
ment of the acid bacteria, or the two 
species referred to, was practically the 
same as in all the previous experi- 
ments. 
The spring flavor, therefore, 


cannot be due to these common lactic 
bacteria. 


To what this spring flavor is owing 


we are not yet satisfied. Whether it 
will prove to be due to the large 
growth of miscellaneous bacteria dur- 
ijig the first few hours of ripejiing or 
whether it is due to a difference in tbe 
cliemical nature of the cream remains 
for further experiments to decide.— 
Professor H. W. Coim. 


Renovated Batter I,avr». 


A case has just been concluded in 


which it has been found that that por- 
tion of the oleomargarine law relating 
to renovated butter is defective in an 
important particular. 


The law provides that renovated bat- 


ter shall be branded and stamped in 
much the same manner as oleomarga- 
rine. 


Last winter a firm in Buffalo was 


found to be taking renovated butter 
from the original packages and making 
it over into rolls and prints without; 
properly marking it to disclose its real 
nature. 
The case came before the 


United States grand jury and no in- 
dictment was found, much to the sur- 
prise of those interested in the prosecu- 
tion. It has just transpired that this 
was due to the fact that the law doea 
not make it an offense to take reno- 
vated bucter out of an original pack- 
age, 
make it over into prints or rolls 


and sell it for pnre butter provided it 
is not shipped to any other state or 
territory or the District of Columbia 
or arty other country after having done 
this. For ih!s reason the United States 
attorney decided that it would be use- 
less to undertake t» convict the firm of 
irregular practices and recommended 
no bill. 


This proceeding has shown that it is 


possible to soil renovated butter for 
pure butter in auy state where the 
state law does not cover cases like the 
one related above.

We have never yet talk- 
ed about special purpose cattle but 
some Shorthorn man rises to explain 
that the Shorthorn is the greatest ani- 
mal either for dairy or beef. The fact 
is that an animal which is tbe finest 
dairy animal cannot possibly be a 
fine beef animal and vice versa. The 
two characters are diametrically op- 
posod, and just to the extent that a 
Shorthorn or any other beef breed de- 
velops fine dairy qualities, to that ex- 
tent she becomes a poorer, beef animal 
Mere size does not make an animal a 
good beef, and fat laid on by a dairy 
animal inside is not as profitable ns 
the fat laid on the loins of a real beef 
animal. If a man's interest is in but- 
ter let him keep the best cows for that 
purpose and leave baby beef to tbe 
beef men, while he more profitably 
uses his skim milk to raise heifers and

Dairying In France. 


French butter may bo said to be of 


three grades. The first grade, usually 
made up iu little pats or rolls, is en- 
tiroly without salt and when freshly 
made is of good flavor. 
It is of a 


greasy or pasty consistency. 


The second grade is made of butter- 


milk and skimmed milk, and the third 
Is made by heating the residue of the 
uii'ik and churning it with a small 
quantity of milk and cream. The last 
grade is used for cooki-:,? butter. 


There Is a popular belief that "mar- 


garine" is freely used iu the prepara- 
tion of French butter, but as tho chief 
establishments guarantee the purity of 
their products and invite analysis it is 
probable that the only adulteration to 
bo found in their products is a more or 
loss liberal use of lacteal fats obtained 
by re.heating tlu; milk as described.

resenting a value of $11,580,000. But 
tor usually appears on the French table 
with the radishes as a first course nt 
the midday meal nud is not seen again 
In recognizable form until tbe next 
noon.—Bordeaux.

Dairy Test at St. t«mls. 


Plans are being made and rules 


regulations formulated for a dairy test 
at tho Louisiana Purchase exposition 
from May to November of next year. 
The different cattle breeders' associa- 
tions have been invited to furnish 
herds for this. The object is to demon- 
strate practically how economically 
milk and butter may be produced un- 
der certain given conditions. 
Repre- 


sentatives of the cattle breeders' or- 
ganizations have been in conference 
with Chief Coburu at St. Louis upon 
his invitation, and ho is relying upon 
them, together with the foremost dairy 
experts of the country, to work out the 
plans for the most thorough and satis- 
factory test ever undertaken. 


Enough rennet is added to the morn- 


ing's milk, set in a jar at a tempera- 
ture of 70 degrees F., to coagulate in 
two or three hours. Instead of any 
special mold a common hair sieve may

be used. After pouring out the whey 
gathered ou top V the curd cut the 
latter into slices with a skimmer aud 
lay it in the sieve to drain.

A Maryland MilU Situation. 


All the milk aud cream sold near 


Sandy Spring, Md., are bought by two 
men, one of whom buys all the milk, 
about 400 gallons per day, aud pays 90 
cents per 100 pounds in summer and 
$1.30 in winter, says a correspondent 
of Rural New Yorker. The other buys 
all the cream, about thirty-five gallons 
per day, and pays 45 cents per gallon 
in summer and 50 cents in winter. We 
Uave no railroad. The buyers send the 
milk and cream to Washington, eight- 
een miles distant, by wagon. The milk 
is sold at retail from a store owned 
and operated by the buyer. The cream 
is sold to ice cream manufacturers .and 
brings 73 cents per gallon. Nearly all 
the dairy farmers have silos and also 
buy largo quantities of bran, some cot- 
ton seed and gluten meal. 
Price of 


bran ranges from ?20 to $25 per ton; 
cotton seed meal, $28; gluten, about 
$23. There is much complaint among 
the farmers, as the price of milk and 
croam is the same as it was when bran 
was $12 per ton. A few have sold their 
cows ami are feeding steers. 
This 


takes much less labor. Many are now 
sowing alsike cJover, which sets well 
here and makes good pasture.. Red 
clover has failed for the last four or 
five years. 
Clover pasture and hay 


have been very much missed. Fortu- 
nately many silos were built before the 
price of feed went up, and many have 
been built since. Labor is scarce ami 
very unreliable; competent milkmen 
almost impossible to find. The labor is 
nearly all colored, a few native white; 
no foreigners. 


XCTV Way to Blake Butter. 


L. II. Williams, vice president of the 


Akron (O.) Cold Distilling company, 
claims to be the discoverer of a method 
of making butter without first remov- 
ing the cream, reports Creamery Jour- 
nal. He does not go into details, but 
says: 


"The discovery is not one of mere 


chance, but is the result of a year's 
hard work. 
I was given tbe insight 


from our cold distilling process and 
have spent much time and study on it. 
I have tested the machine before sev- 
eral prominent capitalists of the city, 
and they are now back of me. We 
will build a plant and put the product 
on the market."

and park of the present time.

Couple. 


Charles T. Brown, for twenty-seven 


years treasurer of the town of Hamp- 
ton Falls, died at his home in that 
town on Sunday 
afternoon 
in 
his 


seventy-sixth year. 
In early life he 


taught school, but later bought an an- 
cestral farm, and followed 
farming 


with much success. 


He had been representative, select- 


man, town clerk and a member of the 
school board. Since 1854 he had "been 
a justice of the peace and had con- 
ducted an extensive probate practice. 


Charles T. Brown was the 
son of 


Thomas 
and 
Elizeabetn 
Drake 


Brown, whose double murder on the 
night of May 7, 1868, 
by a 
former 


farm hand, Josiah L. Pike, caused a 
prodigious sensation throughout New 
England. 


That evening, while busied in the 


kitchen, Mrs. Brown opened the door 
in response to a knock and was felled 
by a blow from an axe, never regain- 
Ing consciousness. 


Her assailant then passed to an ad- 


joining room, where Mr. Brown sat 
reading and dealt him a blow which 
fractured his skull. He lived 
four 


days and rallied sufficiently to say 
that his assailant was John Foss, un- 
der which name Pike had lived in 
Hampton Falls, 


The imotive was robbery, but in- 


stead of a large sum thought to have 
been locked in a desk, the murderer 
found only thirty dollars. 


Pike was apprehended in Newbury- 


port, his home, tried, found 
guilty, 


and despite strenuous 
efforts

fluential relatives to secure a com- 
mutation of sentence, was hanged at 
:he state prison in Concord in Novem-
